NATIONAL SILVER COM M ITTEE. 


An A ddress Issued to C ongress on the 
F inancial Situation, 
W a sh in g to n, December n th .—The National 
Executive Silver Committee to-day issued an 
address to Congress. The committee believes 
that the present money stringency and the 
breaking down of credit on both sides of the 
Atlantis is due mainly, it not entirely, to an 
attempt to conduct the world's growing busi­ 
ness on a narrowing basis of gold as a single 
money standard, and again appeals to Con­ 
gress to delay no longer the restoration of 
silver to unlimited use as monev, with all the 
rights of coinage aud legal tender possessed by 
gold. All attempts to relieve the present situa­ 
tion by increasing the volume, Credit of cur­ 
rency or multiplying the credit exteuience can 
aflord hut a temporary relief. With the gold 
supply constantly diminishing, the population 
increasing, and business rapidly expanding, 
the recurrence of the present situation must 
come, forcing the periodical adjustment ol 
prices and business to an ever contracting 
sca'e of a single gold standard. What is needed 
is a broader basis of primary mouev, constant 
aud adequate in supply. Bimetallism must be 
re-established. 
There never has been, and 
there is not likely to be in the future too much 
gold and silver to supply the world's needs lor 
money. 
To supply the probable population of the 
United States alone for the next century with 
the same per capit awe now have, will require 
production of the meials as great as the entire 
production of the American continent since its 
discovery by Columbus. With free coinage ol 
silver the difference between silver bullion and 
silver coin must at once disappear. It every­ 
body can have silver metal converted into coin 
free of cost, at the rate of 371V.Í grains to the 
dollar, then, of course, there can he no difi'er- 
euc-e between the value of a given weight of 
silver in bullion or in coin. 
The committee believes that the fear that free 
coinage would destroy the parity of gold and 
lilver on our ratio ol sixteen to one, is not well 
founded, certainly this cannot take place and 
continue permanently until enough silver has 
been coined to provide us with .n r full dis­ 
tributive share of the world's money independ­ 
ent of gold. Our share at present is *1,500.000,- 
000, of which at least 8650,000,000 isgold. Silver 
enough must be coined, then, to give us the 
full *1,500 000,£00 besides gold, and besides 
enough to take the place oi the retired hank 
notes and supply the requirements of our in­ 
creasing population and growing industries. 
Besides the proposed issue of Dew paper monev 
will loud in same degree t« displace gold thrit 
silver will. Which, then, is the best, metallic 
money, constant in supply and self-regulating, 
and that needs no redemption, or additional 
credit money, to be some time redeemed in 
gold, that becomes constantly dearer as the de­ 
mand upon it increases. The people demand 
their constitutional right to have recourse to 
both gold aud silver for money tobe restored to 
them. 


HOUSE BANKING COM MITTEE. 


Bill to Subject N ational B ank Notea to 
State T axation. 
W ashington, December 11th.—The House 
Commiitee on Bankiug and Currency to-day 
adopted a resolution to request the Horise to set 
apart a day for the consideration ami disposi­ 
tion of Chairman Dorsey's bill to reduce to the 
*1,000 minimum the umouut of United states 
bonds which a National Bank shall he required 
to keep on deposit, and to permit the issue of 
circulating notes by National Banks :o the full 
amount, par value, of bonds deposited. This 
would, it ia said, increase the amount of monev 
in circulation by 818,000,000, and w ould result in 
a freer iEsue of National Bank notes. 
When the bill comes up in the House, Chair­ 
man Dorsey will move an amendment to pro­ 
vide for the issue of greenbacks whenever the 
National Bank circulation tails below 8r85 000.- 
OCO. 
Morrill of Kansas was authorized to report 
favorably the bill to subject national hank and 
Unitfd States Treasury notes to State taxation. 
Dorsey, speaking ol the situation, said: “The 
circulating medium of the country is too small, 
but we eould get alougas we did beiore if con­ 
fidence ceuld be restored, and we hope to do 
that and increase the circulation somewhat 
by the hill we will call up. The banks all have, 
twice as much money in their vaults as they

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 
Washington. December 11th.—In the Senate 
to-day, Mitchell ottered a resolution (agreed to) 
instructing the Postoffice Committee to inquire 
into the feasibility aud advisability ot a law for 
postal savings banks in connection with all of 
certain classes of Postoffices throughout the 
country. 
The resolution offered vesterday for the daily 
meeting of the Senate at 11 a . si., and for the 
recesses from 5 to 8:30 p. St., was taken up. 
A 
discussion was kept up, amid considerable ex­ 
citement on the tioor and in the galleries, until 
2 o’clock, when it went over without action. 
The elections bill was taken up. and Wilson 
of Iowa spoke in favor of it. The question 
which confronted Congress was one of duty. In 
Eeveral States not only the right ot the individ­ 
ual citizen hail been outraged, but the equality 
of the States in<he matter of representation had 
been denied. Thus Mississippi and South Caro­ 
lina, with a vote of 191,290, sent fourteen mem­ 
bers to the House of Representatives, while 
Iowa, with a voting population of 293,255, sent 
but eleven members. The people of the country 
could not believe that the people of Mississippi 
and South Carolina were as free to use the bal­ 
lot as the people of Iowa, nor would the people 
be content until absolute safety was assured to 
the citizens in the use of the'ballot, and until 
fairness aud good faith was shown in count­ 
ing the same in every State. No more import­ 
ant subject commanded the attention of the 
people.

Washington, December 11th.—The House this 
morning, on motion ot McKenna of California, 
passed the Senate bill appropriating *10,<JCO to 
reimburse Charles Felton, formerly Assistant 
Treasurer of the United Sta es at San Francis­ 
co, for losses incurred in the payment of forged 
checks. 
Alter some unimportant business the House 
went iuto Commiitee of the Whole ou the forti­ 
fication appropriation bill. 
The bill was agreed towithoul discussion, au l 
the committee having arisen, the bill was 
passed, together with a hill appropriating 8409.­ 
000 to meet the deficiency in the appropriation 
for public printing aud binding. 
Taylor of Ohio, from the committee on Judi­ 
ciary, called up, and the House passed, the hill 
amendiug the revised statutes. [The amend­ 
ment provides a penalty lor any person having 
the custody of ballots and returns, alteran elec­ 
tion is held, who shall alter such returns or 
erase the name of any candidate from off the 
ballotsdn his custody, or In any way alter or 
deface the same with intent to affect the result 
of such election.] 
The House again went into Committee of the 
Whole on bills from the Public Laud Commit­ 
tee. 
Payson called up the hill to indemuify pur­ 
chasers of swamp lands and reimburse several 
States for lauds due them under the Swamp 
Land Act. 
After the discussion the committtee rose to 
close debate, but Holman raised the point of no 
quorum and the House edjoumed. 


W ASHINGTON NOTES. 


M atters of Special In te re st to th e Pacific 
Coast. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 11th. -T he Cleveland 
Leader has matte the interesting discovery that 
under the rules the Speaker only appoints suc­ 
cessors to committee Chairmen in case of death. 
Conger having resigned, Wickam of Ohio, a 
free coinage man, will be elected chairman by 
his colleagues. This is considered a big point 
for the silver men.

A nnual R ep o rt of th e B u reau of A nim al 
Ind n stry .

swine, the Bureau had endeavored to produce 
artificially a drug which would have trie -ame 
composition and effect as bacterial proilucts.

GENERAL MILES’ REPORT. 
W a s h in g t o n . December llth.—General Scho­ 
field to-d»y received a dispatch from General 
Miles, from which the following is an extract: 
“Report* from General Ruger aud General 
Brooke aro lavorable. The presence of troops 
now in position has had a oemoraliziag infiu- 
ence upon the Indians, and those that one week 
ago were defiant aud warlike are now giving 
evidence of submission. Captain Ewers, ot the 
Eiith Infantry, has returntd with Hump from 
Fort Bennett. Hump desires lo renew his alle­ 
giance to the Government, and 1 will make 
good use ot him in bringing in the others.” 


DANCING STILL GOING ON. 
K a n sas C it y (Mo.), December llth .—Surgeon 
Von Leuuwitz ot the United states Rrtnv was in 
the city to-day trom Fort Reno, 
fie says 
dancing is stilt going on among the uncivilized 
Indians, but no one is particularly alarmed 
about it. He predicts a great uprising in the 
spring. There are 9,000 young Ducks in the 
lerritory who are eager for glory, aud the old 
chiefs encourage them. 


THE INDIANS DIVIDED. 
S t . P a u l , December llth .—A Pine Ridge spe­ 
cial to the Pioneer Press says: The first news from 
half a dozen scouts sent out several davs ago 
has been brought by Yankton Charley. He savs 
that w h«u they first entered the camp at the 
Bad Lands many of the Indians wanted to kill 
them. Two Strikes aud his followers, who are 
desirous ot coming in. defended the scouts, and 
they remained, engaged in peace-making and 
gathering up stolen horses. 
Charley says the hostiles told of a skirmish 
that had taken place on the Chcvenne river; 
that two of their men were killej,’ but brought 
back to life by the Messiah. 
einee the council at the agency last week, the 
hostiles have been * quarreling' among them­ 
selves as to whether they should surrender or 
not. This finally resulted in a row vesterday, 
when guns were drawn and an attempt made to 
kill Two strikes. Two of his adherents, how­ 
ever, saved him, and the row ended in a di­ 
vision of the camp the greater number joining 
Two Strikes and declaring their intention ol 
coming to the agency, while thirtv or lorty 
lodges, under Short Bull aud Kicking Bear, 
started for the interior of tne Bad Lauds, and 
declared their intention to fight. The chief ot 
the scouts here thinks the trouble will be 
averteiL 
n o t e n o u g h r a t io n s. 
C h ic a g o, December llth .—General Miles to­ 
day received a report from Captain Conrad to 
the effect that 1,700 Indians at the Yankton 
Sioux agency are now receiving rations enough 
for barely two days out of the week, and are 
starving. The crops have failed, and although 
they are willing to work, there is no employ­ 
ment lor such a number during the winter. On 
ration day they are so famished that they can 
not resist eating at once practically all the'y re­ 
ceive. notwithstanding another issue is not due 
for a week. It is a standing complaint with these 
Indians that they have .1,750 owing them for 
the right ol way of land locked up iu the Treas­ 
ury at Washington, and individua s among 
them are unpaid for services rendered the Gov­ 
ernment as far bacx as 1662.

C h ic a g o , December llth .—Judge Gresham 
this morning decided the petitions for the 
habeas oorpus presented in behalt of Charles 
Couuselman, the Board of Trade man, and 
James C. Peaslev, Treasurer of the Chicago. 
Burlington and tfuincy Railroad Company, and 
held in both cases that the orders of the District 
Court adjudging them in contempt, and that 
they shouid oe fined and imprisoned, were au­ 
thorized. 
Couuselman and Peaslev were re­ 
manded to the Marshal. 
T lie attorneys for petitioners will appeal to 
the United States Supreme Court. Iu the de­ 
cision Judge Gresham finds that Couuselman 
can Ire made to testily before the Grand Jury, 
because he Is fully protected against punish­ 
ment in his own evidence, iu that Section £60 of 
the Revised statues prevents any evidence he 
may give under such procedure from ever being 
used to crimioate him. In the Peaslv ease, the 
petitioner is placed in the same at.i ude. 
The force of Judge Gresham's ruling is very 
great. It is looked Upon by tbe most eminent 
lawyers as firmly establishing the interstate 
commerce law by providing an avenue by which 
to reach the violators. 
WORK OF JAY GOULD. 
P h il a d e l p h ia . December 
llth —The first 
effect of Gould’s acquisition of the Union Pacific 
Road felt in this city was in a letter from the 
General Freight Agent of lhe company to the 
Philadelphia contracting agent, in-tructinghim 
to close up his office December 31st aud report 
in New York for duty. Instead of separate and 
expensive organizations soliciting agents for 
each Western road in every city, there will be 
but one Commissioner in Chicago. All business 
originating iu Philadelphia designed for West­ 
ern points, will be forwarded by whatever line 
the Philadelphia sub commissioner mav select.

G eorge W ashington. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , Decemberllth.—lh e sale ofthe 
valuable collection of effects qf George Washing­ 
ton and his executor aud nephew, Lawrence 
Lewis, and. grand nephew, Lorenzo Lewis, was 
begun here last night by order of H. L. D. Lewis, 
administrator of the estate of Lorenzo Lewis. 
The effects consisted of George Washington's 
private accouut books, letters, documents and 
personal etteets kept by relatives as mementoes. 
a letter trom Washington to Lewis was bought 
by Aldrich for SolO. The same purchaser paid 
*760 for the last memorandum book of Wasn- 
ington, which the General wrote in up to a few 
days before his death. A letter from W a sh in g ­ 
ton advocating the abolition ot slavery brought 
8453. 
A smaller private memorandum-book 
brought 8469. six tickets of the Delaware lot­ 
tery, purchased by Washiugtou and the mem­ 
orandum bearing their numbers in Washing­ 
ton's handwritiug, brought 8290. The picture 
of Betty Washington, painted by Willistou, the 
only portrait of her known to be iu existence, 
brought *365 
A fruit knife aud fork brought 
815; pearl buttons from Washington’s coat *11 
each, aud other articles offered brought similar 
prices. Altogether 150 artic.es were sold. The 
total sum rca.ized was *6,811.

St. Louis, December llth .—A Republican Fort 
Smith ( Arkansas, special says: U’narlts Joplin 
shot and killed five per-ons this morning at the 
Jenny Lind mine, twelve miles from here, and 
then 
sufcided 
by 
snooting. Tnose killed 
were 
John 
Miller, 
wife 
and 
daugh­ 
ter, 
Lou 
Miller, 
Doctor 
Stewart, 
a 
prominent 
physician, and 
an unknown 
man. The only clue to the cause of the killing 
lies in a report that Dr. Mewart intimated that 
Joplin was the cause of Miss Miller’s trouble. 
Later—About 5 o’clock this evening n. G. 
Caldwell, a prominent farmer, was driving 
home from this city, and when about lour miles 
out was intercepted by a footman with a sho ­ 
gun, who asked him if either one of his mules 
would ride. Caldwell told him no. About this 
time an old man came along riding a potty. 
The footman ordered him of!', aud as he did not 
comply promptly, the man shot him twice, 
blow ing the top of his head off 
He then rode the old man’s pony, and rode 
him about three miles, when the tiuimal gave 
out and be abandoned him. He then caught a 
young man 
driving an tmpty wagon, and 
jumped in it. 
He whipped up the mules and 
ran the team to Jenny Ltud, thiee or four miles. 
Arriving there, he w«.nt to the store of Dr. 
Stewart, and seeing several men about the place 
drove them away with the gun. 
He then en­ 
tered the store and shot Stewart down. 
He then walked out. but returned and shot 
Stewart again, though the first shot killed him 
F’rom Stewart's he went to the house of John 
Miller, a quarter ot a mile distant. Finding 
Miller some distance from the house, he shot 
and wounded him. He then prectedtd to the 
house aud shot Mrs. Miller ia the -tomaeh aud 
killed Miller's daughter, alter which he blew 
his own brains out, just as a posse of men who 
bad been summoned came up to him. Miller is 
dead and Mrs. John Miller cannot recover. 
While iu the wagon wi»h the yo«iug man he 
told him that his name was Bill Joplin. He 
gave him two dollars, saying he wished him to 
telegraph his uncle iu Kentucky ihat he was in 
trouble, and to come to him.

AM ERICAN FED ERA TIO N . 


P roceedings of 
th e C onvention B eing 
H eld a t D etroit. 
D e t r o it , December llth .—At the Convention 
of the American Federation of Labor this 
morning, Chairman Gompers appointed a com­ 
mittee to formulate the views ot the Federation 
on the subject of the eight-hour dav. 
A resolution was adopted askitig'action ot the 
Federation to head ott' tne immigration of labor­ 
ing men from Europe during the coming World’s 
Fair. 
A resolution asking the Federation to sup­ 
port woman suttrage was reported uvorablv. 
The Convention resolved to extend sympathy 
to the striking Alabama coa! miners. 
A resolution looking to the more discreet use 
of the boycott was passed. 
The Convention indorsed the Seeretarv’s re­ 
port, which pushed the eight-hour a day for­ 
ward. 
A grievance was read from the Southern Ma­ 
chinists' Union regarding the proposed affilia­ 
tion, and one ofthe delegates arose to denounce 
the section of their Constitution which confined 
tne admission to white men. 
The resolution exciuJiHg such locals as draw 
the color line, and to organize tbe machinists 
into a national body wmch does uot inject the 
race clause in its Constitution was ottered, and 
after considerable debate, a respectful request 
was added asking tbe Southern unions to strike 
the color line ciause from their constitutions, 
and the whole was relerrtd to the Executive 
Committee. 
A motion was made pledging the delegates 
present to lend their aid in their respective lo­ 
calities in the formation of labor unions of re­ 
tail clerks, with & view to their affiliation w ith 
the retail clerks of the United Protective Asso­ 
ciation of America. 
The report of the Committee on the Presi­ 
dent’s Address said that tbe seutiment of the 
Convention was not sufficiently strong iu favor 
of the World’s Labor Congress at Chicago, in 
1S93. to recommend such an undertaking now.

GLADSTONE SPEAKS. 


L o n d o n , December llth .—Gladstone arrive.! 
today at Bedford deDoi and addressed a meet­ 
ing of 2.0CO persons. He said that the contin­ 
uance of Parnell in the leadership would be 
fatal to home rule in Englai d. Scotland and 
Wales. Parnell was no longer the leader of the 
Irish Nationalists, who had separated them­ 
selves from him. He (Gladstone) admitted the 
Irish party ought to be independent, and that 
the consideration and settlement of this ques­ 
tion ought to be left lo them, but there was 
something beyond all these considerations in 
Irish policies, namely, the great cause of Liber­ 
alism in England, Ireland and Scotland. 
"The trouble respecting the leadership,’’' 
added Gladstone, “was au additional reason for 
granting home rule. Why should English and 
Scotch aud Welsh politics depend upon the 
choice of the Issue of a leader; 
1 lie confi­ 
dential communications between the Liberal 
and home rule parlies and tbe conversation 
with Parnell at Harwarden in November, 1889, 
were e«ftta!ly satisfactory to both parties." 
He believe.l the O'Shea divorce proceedings 
wou d entirely destroy the moral torce needed 
in Ireland for any one who would be the lead­ 
ing champion of the National cause. The Lib­ 
erals felt that in granting home rule they con­ 
stituted the Irish leader the coustituiiouai ruler 
of Ireland. The Liberals were unwilling, after 
what had appeared in tbe divorce Court rela­ 
tive to the private aud nublh’ conduct of Par­ 
nell, to make him the Constitutional Governor 
of Ireland. It was absolutely untute that Mor- 
ley had suggested that Parnell hold office under 
the British Crown b tore home rule was con­ 
cedí d. The Liberal party's work in Parliament 
was to resist coercion in Ireland, and that work 
was at sacred and as urgent now as it had ever 
been, no matter who might be the leader of the 
Irish party. 
Gladstone subsequently addressed an audi­ 
ence of 5,000 persons at tbe workshops. He said 
tlie determination of the Liberals was irrevoca­ 
ble. They could not undenake effectually to 
suppoit the cause of home rule at the next elec­ 
tion iu connection with one particular name. 
He pointed out the importance of continuing 
the struggle for Ireland, declaring that legisla­ 
tion tor England could not beobtamed until the 
country had got rid of the home rule question.

THE INDEPENDENT VS. THE PARTISAN 
PRESS. 


The R eco rd-L n io n han seen fit re­ 
cently, as it has often done before, and as 
it wilt continue to do, to criticise certain 
policies that leaders of the Republican 
party have seen fit to brand upon its es­ 
cutcheon. 
Because the R ecord-U n ion 
considers no party superior to criticism, 
and no policy sound simply because it 
wears the party ear-mark, several of our 
contemporaries have seen fit to speak of 
the R eco rd-U n io n as a Republican organ 
“changing front and revolting 3gainst its 
party. 
< >ur contemporaries are not par­ 
donable for this blunder. 
The R ecord- 
U n ion is not and never was a Republican 
organ, nor the servitor of any political or­ 
ganization. 
Our contemporaries are for­ 
getful of the past, if they do not recall 
th at this journal’s traditional pride has 
been, as it now ip. to be classed with the 
independent and thinking press that con­ 
siders parties merely as agencies, but the 
national weal as the supreme concern oí 
all the people. 


W hen the press cannot discuss affairs of 
State upon their merits and from the 
standpoint of statesmanship, regardless of 
the party that tinkers with them, the use­ 
fulness ol American journalism will have 
come to an end. 
Rut that era will never 
dawn lor the independent press. 
It is the 
saving grace of journalism in this day of 
venality, boss-rule, ring conspiracy, op­ 
pressive combinations and the attempted 
political domination of monopolists*5of un­ 
wisely administered and ambitious wealth. 
A party paper, by the very necessity of 
its existence, is confined to narrow views— 
it cannot be broader than the sentiment of 
the dominant and changing power in the 
party it represents. 
This is a truth so ap­ 
parent 
that the party newspaper has 
ceased to be much more than a party cir­ 
cular, and incapable of rising higher than 
the im mediate exigence of each day’s life. 
It is because there is not strength in nor 
broad respect for the partisan newspaper, 
th a t it commands no special influence. 
T he intelligence that peruses it knows 
th a t the journal does not, and cannot ex­ 
press any view or advocate any policy not 
dictated to it from the prop which holsters 
it. 
The R ecord-U nion has always en­ 
joyed the distinction of being independent 
of all parties and of party dictation, and 
free from indebtedness or obligation to 
any. 
W hether it commends or criticises, 
it is upon the principle involved and not 
because declaration takes its keynote from 
party dictation. 
P arty tradition and ac­ 
complishment which are worthy and wise 
have and will have respect, no m atter what 
the title of the organization. 
A t this particular juncture in the his­ 
tory of the nation, when it is to decide 
upou the policy that is to govern its deal­ 
ings and relations with all the world and 
the domestic policy of the country also, 
party as such sinks out of sight. But at the 
same time, so long as party clings to ex­ 
istence upou the strength of its early tra­ 
ditions, and by their memory seeks to 
cloak unwisdom in the present, it must 
and will receive the unmeasured reproach 
of an independent and untrammeled press. 
Parties are to be taught from this time 
forward that iu a free land there must be 
no drift towards class. 
It is because the 
Democratic party has unpatriotic trad i­ 
tions and has been historic as an obstruc­ 
tionist it has been seldom in the last 
thirty years perm itted to mold the national 
policy. 
It is because the Republican party 
is driving with hot haste into the position 
of the royalist party of England—in its 
attitude towards public afiairs—and is be­ 
coming dangerously representative of self­ 
ish class interests, and the moneyed powers, 
th at it stands upon the verge of a precipice 
from which its mere patriotic traditions 
will not save it. 
The Farm ers’ Alliance is one incident 
in the revolt of the people against dangers 
th at are threatening the very life of this 
nation, and not the least of which is the 
menace of associated capital in its effort to 
dictate party and national policy. 
Ujion 
associated capital the R ecord-U n io n, nor 
any of the independent press worthy of 
that designation, have no war to make. 
Its rights are as strong and broad as the 
Constitution itself, hut not broader nor 
stronger than the best interests of the 
whole people. 
The tendency of associ­ 
ated capital t< o.e party, and to exercise 
itself so as to control national policy in its 
own interest, is a menace to free institu­ 
tions and the perpetuity of government by 
and for the people, to which no patriotic 
citizen can clo-e his eyes, and which it is 
the office of the independent press to an­ 
tagonize and curb. 
It is a tendency of party, in the vicissi­ 
tudes of national life to succumb to the 
usurpation of the rich and those who 
would constitute themselves the governing 
classes. 
In resistance of this tendency 
protesting organizations of the people 
spring up, precisely as the Alliance now 
has. 
They lack coherency, because peo­ 
ple’s movements, such as it, have not the 
concentrated reasons for existing that trust 
movements have. 
But when such parties 
arise, all the old jxilitical organizations in­ 
variably begin to make overtures to them. 
T hjit is what is now happening, but a 
partisan press will not present the subject 
to the people id that light, no more than 
it will rebuke the combinations that con­ 
trol or seek to dominate in their parties. 
It is to the independent press, therefore; 
th a t the people must look for correct treat­ 
m ent of all such movements, and hence in 
the independent press resides largely the 
patriotism , courage and power that is to 
check usurpation, curb aristocratic ambi­ 
tion, conserve the restoration of power, 
political and commercial, to the people, 
and divest rings, trusts, bosses and 'l)-used 
wealth of the power iu the nation that 
they have seized upon. 


T h e San Francisco Call says: “ We infer 
th a t the Farm ers’ Alliance indulged in a 
fling at the McKinley tariff. 
But it is 
capable of demonstr ation that the Mc­ 
K inley tariff does not build up one indus 
try at the expense of another, and also 
th at it frees from fax a larger^iroportion 
of the necessaries of life than any tariff we 
have had in operation in recent years.” 
Then let the Call proceed with the demon­ 
stration. 
W hen it shall have entered 
well upon its task it will find that asser­ 
tion and demonstration are widely apart.

ANOTHER DAY'S TESTIMONY IN THE 
CONTEMPT CASE.

In the case of the Bee publishers against 
G. W. McKay and others, for alleged con­ 
tem pt of Court in disregarding the restrain­ 
ing order of Judge Armstrong, two wit­ 
nesses—Messrs. Robinette and Harber— 
were on the stand up to a late hour in the 
afternoon. 
W hen the Court convened in the m orn, 
ing, Jadge Denson, of counsel for the 
prosecution, offered in evidence copies of 
the Trades Union, issued between October 
12th and November ISth. To this Mr. John­ 
son, counsel for the respondents, objected so 
strong and so persistently that it caused a 
sharp tilt between 
himself and Judge 
Armstrong. Counsel contended that the 
Court was unjustly severe, and declined to 
conclude his argument on the point at 
issue. 
The first witness called was J. L. Robin­ 
ette, Secretary of the Typographical Union. 
He was asked if he had brought his books 
with him, and he replied that, acting un­ 
der instructions of counsel, he had not. 
Mr. Johnson argued that the subpena 
did not state what books or records the 
witness was to briDg. and the Court held 
that the po in t was well taken. The wit­ 
ness was, however, admonished to bring 
certain ones with him in the afternoon. 
The witness was questioned as to his con­ 
nection with the Typographical Union, 
and that of others of the defendants, lie 
was questioned as to the nature of the duties 
of the Executive Committee of the organi­ 
zation, which he explained. To nearly all 
the questions asked Mr Johnson objected, 
but in the main the objections were over­ 
ruled. 
Witness was asked as to whether the 
Executive Committee was in any way con­ 
nected with the publicatiou of the Trades 
Union, to which he replied that he had no 
personal knowledge of the committee hav­ 
ing 
anything to 
do with 
the paper. 
H e had heard that it had, but it was only 
rumor. 
He did not know who represented 
the Union in the Council of Federated 
Trades. There are now, so far as he knew, 
no representatives of the Union to that 
body. 
Mr. Hinkson read from the Pacific Union 
Printer a report, published in November, 
1859, of the annual meeting and election of 
the Sacramento Typographical Union, and 
witness testified that he furnished the re­ 
port. Included therein were the names of 
ths Executive Committee. Witness was 
not aware of any changes having since oc­ 
curred in the personnel of the committee. 
Mr. Hinkson asked a num ber of ques­ 
tions by which he said it was sought to 
prove that the relations existing between 
the Typographical Union and the Feder­ 
ated Trades was such that money passed 
from the one to the other, and that the 
Federated Ttades was the medium through 
which was published in the Trades Union 
the objectionable matter complained of. 
Mr. Johnson objected, but the objection 
was overruled, and witness was examined 
as to reports made by Federated Trades 
delegates to the Typographical Union. He 
said there had been some verbal reports 
made, but he did not remember what they 
were, and could not recall the dates when 
such reports were made. 
Witness said he believed the Typographi­ 
cal Union had had something "to do with 
the 
the publication of the Trades Union in 
way of advancing some money. 
At the afternoon session Mr. Robinette's 
testimony was resumed. H e testified that 
he did not know what transpired at the 
November meeting of the Typographical 
Union, as the minutes had not been written 
up, and he had lost his manuscript thereof. 
He remembered that a bill of S. E. Carring­ 
ton was presented for printing, and allowed. 
H e couid not state the nature of the de­ 
mand. 
These answers were ail admitted against 
the objections of Mr. Johnson. 
Witness testified that an assessment was 
levied on the members of the Union about 
the 27th of October, for the week ending 
November 1st, on the recommendation of 
the Executive Committee. 
Mr. Hinkson insisted on the witness 
reading the entire report, to which Mr. 
Johnson strenuously objected. 
The Court directed tne witness to read, 
and he did so. The report was to the effect 
that the committee 
recommended the 
publication of a paper to be called the 
Trades Union, for the purpose of making 
public the printers’ side ot the controversy 
with the Bee. 
Witness testified that at the last meeting 
of the Union another assessment was 
levied, but there was nothing to show what 
the money was for. All moneys collected 
are paid into the general fund. 
In reply to a question by Mr. Hinkson, 
witness said he had never heard of such a 
committee as the "Boycott Committee.” 
He had never heard of the Executive Com­ 
mittee having been 
instructed to take 
charge of the boycott against the Bee. 
W itness knew nothing as to how the Car­ 
rington bill had been contracted. There 
was a report made to the Union in Novem­ 
ber; heard the report read, but his memor­ 
andum of the meeting's proceedings had 
been mislaid and he could not find them. 
He did not see the report. It related to the 
am ount due against the paper (the Trades 
Union). He did not remember who read 
the report, nor who constituted the com­ 
mittee that submitted the report. 
■Witness could not recall the drawing of 
any warrant in favor of C. M. Harrison 
and others for services in inducing persons 
to withdraw their patronage from the Bee. 
There was a warrant drawn in Mr. H arri­ 
son's favor, but witness did not know 
what it was for. 0 ‘her warrants in small 
sums were drawn in favor of various per­ 
sons for committee services, the nature of 
which witness was not familiar with. 
Mr. Hinkson endeavored to elicit from 
the witness an admission that money was 
paid to certain parties for the purpose of 
maintaining the controversy between the 
printers and the Bee. but the witness said 
the books showed nothing to that effect. 
Referring to his books, witness found an 
entry on October 28th of the issuance of a 
warrant for $59 5u in favor of Messrs. H ar­ 
rison, Harber and Garrison, as members of 
the “ Bovcott Committee.'’ 
Mr. Johnson argued that 
everything 
done by the committee was prior to Novem­ 
ber 8th, the date of the r-straining order, 
and had nothing to do with any alleged 
contempt of Court. The committee ceased 
its operations when the order was issued. 
Moreover, the persons mentioned were not 
included in the citation for contempt, and 
whatever they may have done prior to the 
issuance of the restraining order could cut 
no figure in the proceedings now before 
the Court. He held that the manifest pur­ 
pose in drawing out this class of testimony 
was to elicit something that might bolster 
up the plaintiffs' side of the case when the 
boycott case should be tried on its merits. 
Mr. Johnson's objections to the line of 
questioning were overruled, and witness 
was asked what was meant by the term 
“Boycott Committee'’ used in connection 
with the issuance of the warrant referred 
to. He replied that he did not know, as 
the entry was not made by him, but by tbe 
Treasurer. 
Mr. Hinkson asked witness if he bad 
ever seen an agreement prepared by the 
Typographical Union for the signatures of 
persons to withdraw their patronage from 
the Bee. 
Witness said the Union had never or­ 
dered nor prepared such ar. egreement. and 
that the money paid to Harrison was not 
for services in circulating such an agree­ 
ment. 
If such an agreement (whicu he 
had never seen) had been circulated by the 
Federated Trades, witness did not know of 
it, as he was not a member of that organ­ 
ization. 
The only cross-examination of the wit­ 
ness by Mr. Johnson was the inquiry as to 
whether or not the Carrington bill was 
read before the Typographical Union, and 
he replied that it was. 
The plaintiffs next called George H ar’oer 
to tbe witness-stand. 
He said he had 
served on a committee with Mr. Harrison 
and a gentleman named Garrison. 
W hen he was asked as to the nature of 
-he committee's duties, Mr. Johnson ob­ 
jected, and said he should be allowed to 
show that the committee’s work was done 
prior to the issuance qA the restraining 
order. 
Mr. Hinkson said the object was to con­ 
nect the committee with the subsequent 
acts on which the contempt proceedings 
were commenced, and the Court allowed 
the question. 
The witness then explained the nature 
of the committee’s work, which was to go 
about and explain to business men the 
character of the trouble between the print­ 
ers and the Bee, and request such business 


men to withhold their patronage from the 
Bee. He knew of no action on the part of 
the Tj pographical Union in reference to 
the publication of tbe Trades Union; was 
at the last two meetings of the union, but 
could not say what bad transpired 
He 
was informed by some person—he did not 
know whom—that he had been selected to 
act with the Visiting Committee, and was 
paid by the Treasurer of tbe union for one 
week's services. He kcewv nothing as to 
how tbe amount of salaiy was determined 
on. 
Witness was questioned as to the argu­ 
ments used by him while a member of tbe 
visiting committee with patrons of the Bee 
to induce them to withdraw their patron­ 
age. He could not 
remember exactly 
what he did say, but denied having em ­ 
ployed certain language read to him by 
Mr. Hinkson and alleged to have passed 
between witness and certain business men. 
Counsel cited tbe names of a num ber of 
citizens who are alleged to have been ap­ 
proached by the witness, and the latter was 
asked if he had used certain language on 
such occasions, which he denied. 
Harber's testimony was concluded at 
half-past 4 o'clock. 
Tbe next witness called was W. H. 
Dailey, a carpenter, and he was examined 
by Mr. Denson. 
Witness said he was a 
member of the Carpenters' Union and a 
delegate to theCouncil of Federated Trades, 
of which latter body he is the Secretary. 
He gave the names of some ot the m em ­ 
bers, which included that of J. D. Laing. a 
printer, 
and 
said 
that 
tbe 
matter 
of the controversy between tbe printers 
and the Bee had been considered at meet­ 
ings cf the Council. Witness said that at 
the iast meeting of the Conncil be left his 
books in the hall where the meetings are 
held, and did not know whether or not 
they were now there. He did not know 
whether or not the Trades Union is the offi­ 
cial organ of the Council, except that it 
claims to be. He was told to have his 
books at the evening session, in order to 
refresh his memory on various points. 
Mr. Daly was teen withdrawn tem por­ 
arily, and W. W. Cuthbert, one of the re­ 
spondents, was called. 
Mr. Johnson objected to the witness 
being forced to testify, on the ground that 
he is one of the respondents, and that the 
8upreme Court makes the case before the 
Court a criminal one. Counsel reed from 
an opinion by the Conrt on the subject to 
substantiate bis statement. 
Mr. Johnson objected to Mr. Cuthbert 
being made a witness, on the ground that 
be was one of the respondents, and after 
some argument tbe witness was excused. 
When the Court met in the evening Mr. 
Dailey resumed nis testimony. He testi­ 
fied that a committee of the Typographical 
Union sometimes held meeting's in tbe 
Federated Trades H all. He understood 
that its object was to consider means of 
settling the difficulty between the printers 
and the Bee. He had heard the members 
say they would not deal with those who 
patronized that paper. Witness said he 
had not heard them discuss the matter of 
trying to induce persons to withdraw their 
patronage from the Bee. He understood 
that the committee referred to discussed 
amicable methods of adjusting the difficulty 
with the complainants. He understood it 
had full power to act in the matter. He 
had never seen any paper prepared for ob­ 
taining the signatures of patrons of the Bee, 
agreeing 
to 
withdraw their patronage 
from it. 
The witness explained the relation exist­ 
ing between the several Trades Unions and 
the Council of Federeted Trades. The Fed­ 
erated Trades Council did, in November, 
indorse the Trades Union as the exponent 
of the cause of labor. 
Witness could not 
recall any action declaring that paper the 
official organ of the Conncil. 
The examination of the witness was long 
and tedious, while but few im portant facts 
were brought out. 
J. D. Sanborn was the next witness 
called. Mr. Johnson objected to the wit­ 
ness being required to answer anv ques­ 
tions, on the ground that he is one "of the 
parties who was cited to appear ana answer 
a charge of contempt. Overruled. 
Mr. Sanborn testified that he was a dele­ 
gate from the Typographical Union to the 
Federated Trades, and also a member of 
tbe Executive Committee of the Union. 
That committee had acted in conjunction 
with a Federated Trades committee in re­ 
gard to tbe matters at issne between the 
printers and the Bee. 
Mr. Johnson here renewed his objection 
to witnesses testifying to anything done by 
them prior to the 17th day of November, 
while the complaint refers to acts alleged 
to have been committed after that date. 
- 
After a brief consultation between the 
Judges the objection was overruled, and 
the defense excepted. 
The witness then named the members of 
the Executive Committee of the Union aDd 
of tbe committee appointed by the Fed­ 
erated Trades to confer with them . The 
latter committeemen were uot paid for 
their services. The Executive Committee 
of the Typographical Union had charge of 
tbe matter of the publication of the Trades 
Union. Mr. Laing had immediate manage­ 
ment of the paper. The latter was at one 
time printed at the office of Mr.Carrington, 
but latterly at the office of John Barrv. 
The examination of Mr. Sanborn was not 
concluded until 9 o'clock, at which hour 
the Court took a recess until 9:30 o'clock 
this morning. 
Judge Buckles announced that he had so 
arranged the business of his own Court 
that he could remain over and hear the case 
through.

M iles o f Snow . 


Gil. a rd Robert Coons, of Elk Grove, 
together with two other young men of that 
locality, had an exciting adventure last 
week, in which they came near losiDg their 
live3. A few weeks ago they left Elk 
Grove on an expedition to the higher 
Sierra Nevada, in the vicinity of Rubicon 
creek, in quest of deer, bears and any other 
profitable game that might come in their 
way. 
Although late in the season, and past 
the time when cattlemen, trappers and 
others all leave the higher ranges of the 
mountains for the valley, to escape the 
awful storms that bury that locality under 
from twenty to forty feet of snow, they be­ 
lieved they would be able to get a week or 
two of hunting before tbe winter storms 
set in, owing to the lateness of tbe season. 
The quartet of hunters succeeded in 
reaching their destination without acci­ 
dent or incident, and established a com­ 
fortable camp. After getting everything 
in readiness, they set out after deer, and 
met with good success. 
Several fiDe bucks 
were killed and taken to their camp. They 
had in a few days secured about enough 
meat to load their wagon, and were think­ 
ing of soon breaking camp and starting for 
home. The weather in that high altitude 
was frightfully cold, and there was danger 
that a snow-storm might come on at any 
moment and cut off their retreat. 
The hunters had no desire to pass the 
winter under thirty or forty feet of snow, 
with nothing to eat but venison, and as 
they rolled themselves in their blankets a 
week ago last Monday night they con­ 
cluded that the threatening condition of 
the weather was a sufficient warning to 
them uot to postpone their departure more 
than another day. 
But. alas ! for hum an procrastination ! 
They had already staid one day too long. 
During that night the storm broke upon 
the mountain in all its fury. The snow 
fell in blinding clouds, and the fierce winds 
that swept with such awful fury through 
the great pine forest had piled it up into 
gteat drifts. 
The morning found the storm still raging 
furiously, and 
tbe imprisoned hunters 
looked at one another sadly and mentally 
wished they had remained at their com­ 
fortable homes in the valley and not 
tempted fate by going into the wilderness 
so late in the season. They could not 
venture from their cabin during such a 
storm, that was certain ; neither could they 
afford to rem ain where they were, for their 
horses would starve, and they must aban­ 
don all hope of breaking through tbe 
snow until late in the spriDg, should they 
live that long. 
So they watched the falling snow and 
listened to the howling winds that shrieked 
and echoed from cliff to cliff thoughout the 
long day that followed, and when night 
came on there was not a gleam of hope to 
be seen through the black clouds that 
rolled over the mountains. 
From the di­ 
rection of the lower ranges and the great 
valley that lay thousands of feet below 
them and so many miles away came heavv 
peals of thunder," and the great flashes o"f 
lightning told that off to the west the storm 
was one of rain. If that on the mountains 
would only turn to rain during the night 
and melt the soft snow, they would be all 
right, and they went to sleep with that hope 
uppermost in their hearts. 
But it did not. The snow fell all night, 
and on Wednesday morning there was four 
feet of it on the mountain, and still falling, 
although there were signs of the storm 
breaking. Fortunately, they had still a lit­ 
tle food for their horses, and it was agreed 
tbwt if the storm should cease that night 
they would make a desperate effort on the 
following day to get out, before a crust 
should form on the snow sufficient to pre­ 
vent tbe horses from pushing their way 
through it. 
It was clear that nothing could be taken 
from the camp—not even their blankets. 
The wagon, 
supplies, guns, 
venison— 
everything must be left behind them, and 
a bold and desperate break made to get 
down the mountain before tnestorm should 
be resumed. 
Accordingly they set out on their dan­ 
gerous journey the next morning. The 
last day's snowfall had increased its depth, 
and there was now about four and a half 
feet of it, where not drifted. 
In the drifts 
it was several feet deeper. The horses had 
much difficulty in getting through the soft 
snow, but by hard work on the part of the 
men fair progress was made. 
Robert 
Coons had fixed up a pair of snowshoes, 
and the party agree that but for them they 
would never have got through. 
H e was 
able to go ahead and lead tbe horses, so 
that by leading them, with vigorous work 
in the rear, a trail was slowly beaten 
through the snow. 
Fortunately for the 
party, they were familiar with the land­ 
marks, and managed to keep pretty closely 
to the route through the forest. 
W hen darkness came on they were on a 
ridge, and in trying to cover as m ach of 
the distance as possible they lost their way, 
and had to go into camp for the night. 
The horses were driven about in a circle 
until a big bole bad been beaten in tbe 
snow. In the center a log fire was started, 
and huddled around it tbe men and horses 
spent a long, tedious and uncomfortable 
night. T h en o rses suffered most, as they 
had nothiDg to eat. 
When morning came the party resumed 
its weary tram p over tbe snow-covered 
mountains. They were soon on the regu­ 
lar trail, and managed to keep it. That 
night they reached Uncle Tom’s cabin, 
where they were made comfortable and 
their horses got pienty to eat. All real 
danger w ts now past, as the depth of snow 
was lessened, and another day’s tramp 
brought them to the foothill section. 
After a journey of four days they reached 
the valley. Their arrival home relieved 
their families of great anxiety, for all old 
mountaineers in that neighborhood knew 
that the men must either have been snowed 
in for the 
winter or 
taken desperate 
chances on gettiDg out during the great 
storm of last week. 
The "boys” seem to be none the worse 
for their experiences, however, and say 
that, if it does not storm before next Sun­ 
day. they intend niakiDg an effort to reach 
their abandoned camp and bring out their 
guus and other property. Thev hope to 
be able to slide the wagon ¿own the 
mountain on rnnners.

G ra p e s S h ip p ed 
CARLOADS. 


F lo rin T h is 
E a st F ro m 
S eason. 
John McNie, of Florin, yesterday left at 
this office samples of Rose of Peru grapest 
Japanese persimmons 
and strawberries 
picked on his place in the morning. From 
him it was learned that during the present 
season there have 
been shipped from 
Florin seventy-two carloads of grapes, be­ 
sides a vast amount of other fruit. 
As containing information of interest to 
all fruit-growers Mr. McNie permits us to 
make the following extract ftom a letter 
received by him from one of the great fruit 
houses of New York city : 
“The season having virtually closed, we 
find that between September 4th and Octo­ 
ber 23d we received from your association 
13 carloads of grapes whicu sold gross for 
$17 692, or an average of $1.360: the best 
sale brought $1,523 and the poorest $1,203 
fo: the car, and as we have said above, the 
average was $1,360. We think we have 
demonstrated that Nsw York is the best 
market to receive such grapes as those 
packed by the members of your associa­ 
tion, especialiy the Tokay, because that is 
the grape of all others fancied by our peo­ 
ple. It is an attractivs-looking grape and 
takes the fancy of our people, who ia the 
past have been accustomed o dIj- to grapes 
of a green or black color. Of course you 
know that enormous quantities of grapes 
are produced in this Siate, Concords, Ca- 
tawbas and Isabellas, the former decidedly 
predominating. This is the large round 
black grape, which sells well at low prices, 
3 cents to 5 cents per pound. 
We have 
hardly any green-colored grapes excepting 
those that come from Spain, but they are 
usually in heavy supply during the fall of 
the year. The Muscat grape is not fancied 
by our people, and although a few may do 
well, we think it will be two or three years 
before our people will take to them. There 
are other grapes, like the Emperor, Corni- 
ebon. etc , which may do pretty well, but 
the Tokay is the grand grape" for New 
York.”

THE GLACKEN-FISHER CASE. 


S om e A d d itio n a l T estim o n y T a k e n B e fo re 
J u s tic e D ev in e. 
Three witnesses in the Glacken-Fisher 
murder case were examined before Justice 
Devine yfesterday. One of the witnesses 
was Dr. Parkinson, who was re-examined 
in regard to tl-e nature of Glacken's wound 
aBd the course taken by the bullet. 
The witness testified that he had previously 
testified that he believed the bullet was ex­ 
tracted at a point some ten inches higher 
tban that at which it entered, bat yester­ 
day the witness testified that the point 
where the bullet was extracted was some 
four inches higher than where it entered— 
as be had recently discovered by actual 
measurement. Owing to tbe conformation 
of the parts at the point of entrance, the de­ 
flective tendency would be downward- 
Tbe point at issue was as to the angle at 
which the bullet entered the body. 
One of the Chinese witnesses, Ah Mong, 
haying testified that he went to Folsom by 
train on the day before the shooting (which 
was Sunday), J.L . Gillis, Superintendent of 
that line of the railroad, was called, and he 
testified that no regular trains were run on 
:bat road on the day referred to, but said 
there might have been a special, and it a 
special, he could not S3y whether anyone 
had been allowed to ride or not. 
William Boles, a hospital nurse, testi­ 
fied that ne administered certain pills to 
Fisher on tbe day his etatement was taken, 
but knew of their nature only from Dr.

He was not allowed to state from 
heresay of wbat the pills were composed. 


READY FOR ANOTHER. 


M aud M ason E sc a p e s F ro m th e C h a rg e 
o f F 'leeciug a S tra n g e r. 
The examination case of Maud Mason, 
chaFged with grand larceny in taking $100 
from an Italian, about two weeks ago, was 
resumed in the Police Ccurt last evening. 
The prosecution called officers Wagner 
and Stafford to the stand, to show that they 
had difficulty in finding the defendant after 
the complaint had been sworn to. 
Officer Stafford testified that he arrested 
her while she was about to leave on a train 
for San Francisco early one morning.

He says he did not know why it cam e into his 
head, a* he was on friendly relations with both 
h er and her husband. He said he waited across 
the road Horn the Morse house about h alf an 
h our before Mrs. Morse cam e out. He said she 
w as on the steps, stooning down for some pur­ 
pose, when he snot. 
He aim ed at her head and 
cool;? said: “ It was a pretty fair m ark.” When 
she fell he ran across the road and tried to pull 
her into the house, but some m en cam e along, 
and he ran into the house and th ro u /h the back 
door into the woods. 
W oods was born in M arlborough, Kingsbridge 
Devon. England. He is 20 years old. He has 
been in this country twenty m onths, and was a 
sailor on the tioopship Hum ber. He deserted 
w b .l she was lying at Esquim alt, and made 
h is way across the straits in a row boat. His 
parents ..re a ive, and he has two brothers liv­ 
ing at Roc a ester, Minn. 
During the prelim inary exam ination he did 
n ot eviuce any nervousness whatever. Wheu 
asnea if he knew the penalty for m urder, he 
replied, Yes.” 
When asked if he would like 
to be hanged, he said. “ No. but I will have 
to.

Wood» .vas bound over w ithout bail to the 
G rand Jury.

San F rancisco, December llth .—President 
H am sou has set December 15th—next Monday— 
as the date when the recent Congressional enact­ 
m ent relating to collisions of vessels at sea shall 
iuto effect, 
lh e proclam ation is as follows: 
“ \\ hereas. an Act of Congress in regard to 
cohiMon at s* a was approved Sept m ber 4, 
1890 
the 
said Act being in the fjllowing 
w o rd s: 
“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of America 
m Congress assembled : That in every case of 
collision between two vessels, it shall be the 
duty of the m aster or person in charge of each 
vessel, ii and so far as he can do so without 
serious danger to his own vessel, crew and pas- 
aengers (if any), to stay by the other vessel until 
he nas ascertained th at she has no need of 
farth er assistance, and to render to the other 
vessel, her master, crew and passengers (if any), 
such assi-tanee as may be practicable and as 
m ay be necessary in order to save them from 
any danger caused by the collision, and also to 
give to the m aster or person in charge of the 
otm r vessel the nam e of his own vessel and her 
port of registry, or the po:t or idace to which 
she belongs, and also the Dame of the ports and 
pls< es from which and to which she is bound* 
II ne fail?, so to do, and no reasonable cause for 
such 1 allure is shown, the collision shall, in the 
absence of proof to the contrary, be deemed to 
have been caused by his wrongful act, neglect 
or default. 
I “ ‘Section 2. T hat every m aster or person in 
Charge ot a United States ve sel who falls, with 
out reasonable cause, to reuder such assistance 
or give t-uch inform ation as a’oresaid, shall be 
liable to a penalty of 81,000, or ImDrisonment 
for a term riot exceeding two years; ana for the 
above sum the vessel snail be liable and may lie 
seized and proceeded against by process in any 
Dm.rict ( ourt of the United States by any per­ 
son; one-half snch sum to be payable to the in­ 
form er and the other h alf to lhe United States. 
“ ‘Section 
T hat this Act shall take effect at a 
tim e to be fixed by the President by proclam a­ 
tion issued for th at purpose. 
• “And whereas it is provided by Section 3 of 
the saiu Act that it shall take effect at a tim e to 
be fixed by the President by proclam ation is­ 
sued for th a t purpose. 
“ Now, therefore, I, Benjam in Harrison. Presi­ 
den: of the United States of Am erica, do herebv, 
in virtue oí the au thority vested in n.e by Sec­ 
tion 3 o f the said Act, proclaim the 15th day of 
December, 1690, as the day on which the said 
Act shall take effect.”

He *.vill also suggest th a t the Governm ent en- 
the services of some experienced Siberian 
natives to instruct the Esquim aux in the art of 
herdiug these deer, aud as the s.uimals become 
m ure num erous they can be distributed over 
Northwestern Alaska and form a food supply 
lo; the natives.
